and presumably destroyed A.LL letters to and from the publishers received, and w.itten, by 
my husband, Marcus Reback, in a criminal attempt to "show" we had never nad a partners: 
Atso, ^v/hen I informed David (Negus) Niles, Special Aide to Mr. Truman, that his part in th 
conspiracy against us - because we had denounced Communism in his presence - was now 
known to us, and we were preparing papers for his arrest, he dropped dead. So did Ed ware 
Wagner of the local office, on the same information, and also another man. 




.e also did not sue - as we were wisely advised to do - because there is an old 
saying: ‘if you tangle with a skunk you will get a stink from him," However, we have, in 
a very safe place, the tape recofdirtgs of IRS agents 1 conversations with us in our house, 
and recordings of their threats on the telephone, and their demands for $10,000 in extortion 
to "stop the frame-up on you in Washington." The FBI has copies, I believe, and also the 
criminal investigation division of the Treasury. I went over these matters briefly with you

I sugadsted to Mr. McMann that he was only trying to frighten 
me, but Mr. McMann said, very seriously, "No. You can't put anything past those peot 
Amen, again. - I have the full transcripts of all the recordings taken in our house, a full 
48 pages, which may interest you to read, though I recall tntat I did tell you the whole 
story when we met in your office, and when you urged me to institute legal proceedings 
against the criminals.

But in 
November I read in NEWSWEEK, "The murderers of Judge Chillingsworth and his wife hav 
never been found." Nor were his files against the IRS ever found. They had been aestre 
Later, a few years later, two men were arrested and convicted of his murder, but strange 
to say their background and their occupation were never revealed. I tried to get the info

Two years ago, in daylight, our house was invaded by two of Earl Warean's 
pampered thugs, at gunpoint.
